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Plus all your favourites. .

A survey that was recently 
contacted by Lambda showed that 
66.8 per cent of 260 surveyed 
Laurentian students want SAGA, the 
company that controls food servi- 
ces on campus, replaced. 

The survey's goal was to gather 
students' opinions of the Universi- 
ty's food services and it seems it 
succeeded in its purpose as many 
students in the Great Hall, libraries 
and some of the residences 
responded by filling the 16-part 
questionnaire. 

"We did well," Therese Nar- 
bonne, a fourth year Sociology 
student who compiled the results of 
the survey said. 

"We got a good cross-section of 
the student population on campus 
regarding sex and academic year," 
Narbonne, an 'expert' on popula- 
tion statistics said. 

Although respondents expressed 
opinions somehow favourable to 
SAGA Foods, 66.8 per cent said 
SAGA should be replaced. 

The majority of surveyed 
students said they want to see 
another company or group taking 
over. 

32.5 per cent of respondents 
indicated that a restaurant chain 
should replace the existing food 
service. Strangely enough, 10.8 per 
cent said they want to see the 
Students' General Association 
(SGA) operating food establish- 
ments. 

In other important parts of the 
survey where Lambda asked students 
about the quality and quantity of 
SAGA food, a vast majority pre- 
ferred the 'sometimes' option of the 



questions asked. For example, 66.0 
per cent, 45.6 per cent, 75.7 per 
cent, 61.4 per cent and 47.4 per 
cent of respondents said they are 
'sometimes' satisfied with the 
temperature of the food, adequate 
portions, taste, appearance and 
choice respectively. 

When it came to food prepara- 
tion, 43.4 per cent of respondents 
indicated they are very satisfied 
whereas 43.8 per cent said they are 
just satisfied. 

Answering the 'food workers' 
question of the survey, respondents 
said they have no complains 
against the cafeteria ladies; 64.7 
per cent said SAGA workers are 
pleasant and friendly and 33.0 per 
cent said the above holds true 
'sometimes'. Only a small per- 
centage of students indicated that 
the SAGA staff is unfriendly and 
rude (1.0 and 0.9 per cent 
respectively). 

In other sections of the survey, 
Lambda asked Laurentian students 
their opinion on what changes they 
want td see made* by SAGA 
management. Respondents to this 
questions said they would like to 
see lower prices (27.5 per cent), 
larger meal portions (3.4 per cent), 
and more variety (16.8 per cent). 

In the last part of the Lambda 
survey, some students commented 
favourably about the food whereas 
others expressed their dis- 
satisfaction. 

"I bought a meal ticket the first 
year I attended Laurentian. That 
year, I realized that the variety of 
food was limited and that was a lot 
cheaper to bring my own meal. If 
the prices were a little lower, I 
would have continued to have a 
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meal plan," a third year student 
said. 

But someone else puts it 
differently. 

"Please serve food that can be 
identified," she said. 

Yet another student says surveys 
of this kind should be taken 
seriously. 

"This survey is a good idea and 



maybe if it taken to heart, services 
can be improved without being 
changed." 

Still, many students felt the 
food SAGA serves has improved 
since last year. 

Interested students can always 
drop in the Lambda office to take a 
look at detailed results of the 
survey. 



Old Photocopiers Out After 25 Years

The breakdown of photocopiers 
in the main library is partially due 
to voltage problem, Richard Hauta, 
a University employ responsible 
for the technical services of the 
library says. 

"The hydro power is no longer 
suitable for the new technology," 
he said. 

Hauta said the increased use of 
other electrical apparatus such as 
fans and typewriters does not help 
solve the problem either. 

But Director of Services, Romeo 
Bertoli says he doesn't expect any 
problems with the new machines. 

"February 1 st , most of the 20-25 
year old photocopiers of the main 
library have been replaced by new 
ones. The problems were simply 
due to old age," Bertoli told 
Lambda. "But it takes time for a 
copier to adjust to the surround- 
ings, they are very susceptible to 
dryness." 

However, Hauta, who handles 
99.9 per cent of the complains for 
the library, says these new 
machines are very critical of the 
type of voltage used. He said that's 



the only problem at present despite 
the fact electricians are working on 
it after they repaired the burglar and 
alarm systems. 

"We are having an argument 
with the company that supplied the 
copiers, "Hauta said. "They took the 
copiers back and they worked well, 
however, when they brought them 
back to the library the copiers did 
not work." 

Chief Librarian Andrzej 
Mrozewski says there is specially a 
problem on the 5 lh floor of the 
library but Hauta argues that the 5 th 
floor copiers work well. 

"The photocopiers were moved 
to the first floor and worked well," 
he said. 

But Bertoli says the University 
is behind all copier breakdowns. 

"The library, to save money, 
transferred the coin-operator and 
electrical box from the old 
machines to the new ones, "he said. 

As Hauta puts it, "these were 
designed for 220V and may not 
operate with 120V." 

'These machines are used a lot," 
Bertoli said. "They have a capacity 
of 20 copies per minute and there 
are not to be abused. Students 



should make more use of the 
printing shop, it is less expensive 
and the machines there have a 
greater capacity; 6,000 copies per 
hour. 

Bertoli maintains that copiers in 
the library are only there for 
convenience and are not designed 
for so much stress. 

The Director of Services also 
said that the machines are not the 
University's property and the 



university is only responsible for 
maintenance. 

"The machines are on a lease to 
purchase basis and only after 42 
months they are the University's 
property," he said. 

Still, Mrozewski said is aware of 
the problem. 

"Our priority is to provide good 
service. I'm glad to see that 
students are more understanding 
than faculty... I'm not saying it to 



flatter you." 

Both Hauta and Mrozewski say 
misuse by the students such as 
kicking does not help solve the 
problem. 

However, Brenda Smith, student 
monitor at the main library claims 
she has never seen any sort of 
abuse. 

"As of now, all photo-copiers 
are working well," she said.

Ceremonies were held at 
Nipissing University College on 
February 14, 1986, to officially 
sign a new Affiliation Agreement 
between Laurentian University, and 
Algoma University College in Sault 
Ste. Marie, Nipissing University 
College in North Bay, and le 
College universitaire de Hearst. 

The Honourable Gregory 
Sorbara, Minister of Universities 
and Colleges, said this occasion 



represented a significant step in the 
more than 75 years of continuous 
development in northeastern 
Ontario. 

"It is not the end of that process 
but a new beginning," he said. 

Sorbara said these agreements 
put in place a stronger foundation 
than has ever before existed for 
making the University system in 
northeastern Ontario stronger and 
more effective in responding to the 
needs of the communities in this 
region. "In this regard, I want to 



note especially the important role 
of these institutions in providing 
post-secondary opportunities to the 
French-speaking residents of this 
area," the Minister said. 

Laurentian President John Daniel 
described the challenge of defining 
relationships between the insti- 
tutions as "a very Canadian chal- 
lenge" and he sees Laurentian as 
the most typical Canadian of 
Canadian universities. "We cover a

vast area of the Canadian shield; we 
are associated with the primary 
resource industries of such great 
importance to the country's econo- 
my; we share Canada's linguistic 
duality; the population of our 
region closely mirrors Canada as a 
whole in its ethnic diversity; we 
have an ambivalent altitude to big 
southern neighbour institutions; 
and, of course, our network makes 
us a community of academic com- 
munities," he said. 

Daniel stated that the Laurcntian 
experience in Northeastern Ontario 
mirrors the Quebec experience. "In 
revising the affiliation agreements 
we have taken the administrative 
independence in academic matters. 
The academic development of 
Algoma, Hearst, Laurcntian and 
Nipissing is in the hands of the 
system Senate. We have redefined 
our relationships to the Senate and 
its committee so as to increase the 
synergy, the symbiosis or, quite 
simply the family spirit in the 
system as a whole, the President 
said. 

Daniel concluded by drawing a 
parallel between the agreements 
signed and the palriation of the 
Canadian Constitution. "We hope 
that the Constitution, by clarifying 
which areas are of federal 
jurisdiction, which of provincial 
and which joint, will reduce federal- 
provincial bickering — not least 
on the subject of higher education. 
Similarly, I am confident that the 
work of the past year which lead to 
today's agreements will herald a 
new era of cooperative academic 
federalism in the Northeast," Daniel 
said. 
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Summer Jobs for 61,000: Sorbara 



Ontario Skills Development 
Minister Gregory Sorbara an- 
nounced that 61,000 jobs will be 
available for young people this 
summer through three programs of 
the Ministry of Skills 
Development. 

The Minister told an audience at 
the Erindale campus of the 
University of Toronto that his 
Ministry has allocated S43.8 
million for Experience '86, the 
Ontario Youth Employment 
Program and the Student Venture 
Capital Program. 

Sorbara noted that the 
forecasters are confident of an 
improved labour market for the 
students this summer. "Nevertheless 
we have committed the same 
resources as last year," he added. 

The summer programs of the 
Ministry of Skills Development 
are: 

Experience '86 which provides 
7,000 jobs in more than 100 
ministries and associated organi- 
zations where young people gain 
first-hand knowledge in areas that 
they are considering as careers. The 
jobs vary from teaching water 
safety to assisting researchers on 
energy conservation programs to 
providing information for tourists. 



The Ontario Youth 

Employment Program pays a 
wage subsidy of SI. 25 an hour to 
Ontario employers to encourage 
them to create new summer jobs for 
53,000 young people. 

Student Venture Capital 
provides interest-free loans up to 
52,000 to eligible students to 
operate their own businesses. Last 
summer 1,230 young people were 
involved in the program. 

"The spirit of entrepreneurship 
starts young and 1 am pleased that 
my Ministry is there to foster it," 
Sorbara said. "Students get into 
everything from fast food to lawn 
care to house painting." Last year, 
one enterprising student supple- 
mented his snake collection by 
renting even more of them and then 
charged admission to his exhibit in 
rented quarters near Parry Sound. 

Student Venture Capital is 
operated in co-operation with the 
Royal Bank of Canada and the 
Ontario Chamber of Commerce. 

While more than 61,000 jobs 
are available through the programs 
of his Ministry, Sorbara said 
additional summer employment is 
available through other programs 
of the Ontario Government 
including the Junior Ranger 



program of the ministry of Natural 
Resources, the summer replacement 
program in Ontario Government 
Ministries and associated organi- 
zations, a program for student 
dependents of social assistance 
recipients, as well as the job 
program of the Federal Govern- 
ment. In addition to the opportuni- 
ties created by the Government 
programs, thousands of students 



will out and find their own jobs. 

"For many students, the money 
earned at a summer job ensures that 
they will be back at school next 
year," Sorbara said.

Old system thrown out after 10 years of torture 

Typesetter Promising

After years of torture, frustration 
and long hours on the typesetting 
system Lambda has been using 
since time immemorial, an 
agreement between the paper and 
the University was signed recently 
to purchase a computerized type- 
setting system and free production 
managers and typesetters from 
slavery. 

The new system was installed 
last week and consists of an Apple 
Macintosh, Hard Disk Drive, a 
LaserWriter (a very sophisticated 
printer that handles high quality 
typesetting very fast), and plenty 
of software. 

The agreement involves transfer 
of money from the Lambda 
Acquisition Fund to the University 
over a period of about six years. As 
is known, anglophone students 
input $1.00 each to the Acquisition 
Fund every year. 

Lambda Editor-in-Chief, Yannis 
Souris says the purchase is a major 
investment for the paper. 

"Although I realize this deal is 
beneficial to Lambda and to 
students who read it, I'm kind of 
skeptical about it," Souris said. 
"I'm not convinced of the 
capabilities of the system until it's 
proven suitable for newspaper 
production," he added. 

But Co-production Manager 
Julian Daniel is very optimistic. 
Daniel says the equipment is what 
the paper needs and more as it can 
produce the entire paper week after 
week with great efficiency and in a 
short period of time. 

"The system is extremely easy 
to use, it's very fast, and- it 
produces very professional-looking 
copy," Daniel said. "Although we 
have not yet seen Lambda produced 
by the new system, we've printed a 
few projects, essays and rdsumes 
since Thursday that people were 
very pleased with." 

The old typesetting equipment 
Lambda owns is a system that is 
based on photoprinting and is 
outdated by the new computerized 
technology most newspapers start 
using now. 

The old system, a Compugraphic 
I, one of the earliest models of 




typesetters can hardly serve its 
purpose any more since it's about 
10 years old and damaged due to 
extensive use. Besides, the supplies 
the Compugraphic needs take a 
good portion of Lambda's 
operational budget. With the new 
system, the staff believes they can 
drastically reduce money allocated 
to supplies. 

'We can cut expenses severely 
now," Souris said. "Mayue we can 
put the money we'll save into some 



equipment and other things we 
need," the editor said. 

Experts on computers say that 
the system is fully expandable and 
additional peripherals can easily be 
added to it. Also, its compatibility 
with other similar systems is 
possible too. 

"We are very excited about it," 
Souris said. "Let's hope that it will 
meet our expectations." 

The equipment costed $15,000. 



table and social events which, by

Also, the controller says that 
money from interest was generated 
too for the first time in years. 

"The foundation of this organi- 
zation is the budget," MacDonald 
said. 

"This year, I admit, the budget 
was hard to control.

that were not really necessary," the 
SGA controller told Lambda. 

MacDonald maintains that ex- 
penses for conferences fees and 
travel 'devastated' the SGA budget 
last year. Currently, he says money 
for activities like the above is 
hardly ever given to SGA 
councillors as cuts have to be made 
in order to keep the budget on 
track. 



But MacDonald does not only 
settle for a 'respectable budget,' but 
he also has big plans for the near 
future. 

An advertising agency wholly 
owned by SGA is under study at 
present as well as other services 
like a typing room for students, 
magic signs and increased revenue 
from organized events.

Every 
person in Canada would be 
guaranteed that after their taxes 
they would have a certain amount. 

The Guaranteed Annual Income 
has been talked about by the 
MacDonald Commission on the 
Economy as well as the Forget 
Commission on Unemploy-ment 
Insurance. It has been discussed off 
and on for almost 20 years. As 
long as people who receive Welfare 
and such would continue to qualify 
for such things as OHIP premium 
assistance (something else that 
could be included) and other 
benefits, a Guaranteed Annual 
Income would be beneficial. People 
who would qualify for the 
Guaranteed Income could also have 
the present benefits that Welfare 
recipients get.

TORONTO (CUP) -- "Our speling 
desperately needs tu be simplified, 
reformed, and rasionalized. It iz 
inevitabel that his reformasion wil 
ocur. The suner, the better." 

Some of the above words might 
look funny, but the Simplified 
Spelling Society of Canada, which 
penned then, insists the more- 
phonetic spelling is simpler, more 
rational and will eventually be 
easier to understand. 

The three-year-old group calls 
current English spelling "a 
disgusting mess" that has caused 
among other problems, an 
illiteracy rate of 20 per cent in 
Canada. 

"English is by far the Western 
world's worst language," says the 
SSSC's president Ted Culp. We use 
"ph" when we mean "f", "gve" 
when "g" would suffice and add 
letters that don't do anything, like 
the "b" in dumb. 

The group wants people to 
simplify their spelling and has 
drawn up 13 rule changes as phase 
one of the project. 

Despite the enormity of the 
task, Culp says it is inevitable that 
we will revise our spelling. 

"The present system is so 
irrational, it will collapse like a 
house of cards." 

Already, he notes, there have 
been some changes, primarily in 
"American usage. The "our" ending 
is changing to "or", "re" as in 



centre to "er" and simplified words 
like nite and thru are popping up. 

Culp admits there are difficulties 
in trying to overhaul a spelling 
system and says some have been 
overcome whole others are un- 
resolved. 

People will still be able to read 
books written in the old way, he 
says, because the new system will 
be phased in. Eventually, the old 
books will wear out and ones with 
revised spelling will be published. 

As for learning a new, Culp says 
it will be simple, especially for 
young people who aren't as tied to 
the old style. 

"The more you use it the more 
comfortable you become with it," 
says the Toronto-area high school 
teacher. "It's become very difficult 
for me to spell in the normal way." 

However, there are snags. Culp 
says about 16 new letters will be 
needed and admits there will be 
problems because different 



countries pronounce words different 
ways. 

Culp won't say how many 
members of the society has, only 
that they are "thinly spread" across 
Canada. The group has plans for a 
dictionary and a newspaper to 
spread the gospel of simplified 
spelling. 

In the past, there have been 
attempts in other countries to 
reform spelling, some more 
successful than others. Portuguese, 
Dutch, Turkish and Chinese have 
all undergone reforms. 

A Simplified Spelling Society 
cropped up in Britain at the end of 
the last century, enlisting the 
support of notables like George 
Bernard Shaw and Lord Baden- 
Powell. However, the society's 
calls went unneeded.

Women's Week 




The history of International 
Women's Day 



International Women's Day, 
March 8, started early this cen- 
tury. It grew out of women's 
anger at their poor working condi- 
tions. 

In 1897, women textile 
workers in New York marched 
through the streets. They were 
protesting 12-hour work days, low 
pay and dangerous working condi- 
tions. Many of them were beaten 
by police or trampled by police 
horses. 

In 1908, 128 women died in a 
fire at the Triangle Shirtwaist Fac- 



tory in New York. In response, 
women garment workers rallied 

together on March 8 to demand 
better working conditions. 

March 8 was proclaimed Inter- 
national Women's Day in 1910 at 
the Second International Socialist 
Conference, mostly due to the ef- 
forts of Clara Zetkin. It was first 
celebrated in Europe the follow- 
ing March. It continues today as 
an important celebration 
throughout the world — In some 
countries It Is a holiday.

Women Reclaim Words

When Cheris Kramarae started searching for connections 
between gender and language, she didn't realize her quest 
would later become a field of study. 

"The only scholarly work I could find that addressed 
gender as a variable in our language was a book dated 1922. 
In one chapter entided 'The Woman', the author observes 
that 'women have an innate reluctance to curse' and 'the 
reason why a woman talks so much is because the ideas go 
through the empty chambers of her brain,'" says Kramarae, 
co-editor of the recendy published book, A Feminist 
Dictionary. 

Although this book did little to satisfy Kramarae's 
curiosity, it did inspire her to tug at the roots of these 
stereotypes about women in our society. 

Kramarae, a speech communications professor at the 
University of Illinois, spoke to a large audience of students 
and faculty at St Francis Xavier University in Antigonish, 
Nova Scotia, last fall. 

She says that because she was unable to find any written 
wo± on the subject of gender and language she began to 
examine the statements our society makes about women. 

"Women have always been considered the 'keepers of 
propriety'. Etiquette books advised women to speak softly, 
to soften their opinions and the number of times they 
offered their opinions," says Kramarae. 

No quote better illustrated women's passive code-of- 
behaviour than Emily Post's advice for the ideal secretary. 

"The perfect secretary should forget she is a human 
being. . . like an office machine she should respond only 
when touched." 

Although this advice was given in the late 1800s, 
stereotypical attitudes about women's voices have carried 
well into the 20 th century. 



"Even by 1954 the BBC said women need not apply for 
any radio announcer positions, especially for the news 
announcer position," says Kramarae. 

"Women's speech has always been examined in relation 
to men's speech. Historically, we see such activists as 
Elizabeth Cady Staton who was allowed to sit on stage, but 
many times her husband or brother read her speech." 

Kramarae's research disproves stereotypes about women, 
masking as facts in our society. Often, the same behaviour 
is evaluated differendy for a man than a woman. 



"There are 220 terms for a 
sexually promiscuous woman 
and only 22 for a man." 



"In a study done using a crying baby, observers were 
asked to hypothesize why the baby was crying, and were 
casually told the baby's sex. 

"People who thought the baby was a boy said he was 
expressing anger. However, those who were told the same 
baby was a girl said she was crying out of fear." 

Different words are used to describe men's and women's 
sexual activity, reflecting the double standard in our society. 

"Although men tend to be much more sexually active 
than women, there are 220 terms for a sexually 
promiscuous woman and only 22 for a sexually 
promiscuous man," says Kramarae. 



Kramarae says speech patterns can indicate who 
possesses the power in a given interaction between men and 
women. 

"In studies monitoring the number of interruptions 
during conversations between women and men, 90 per cent 
of the interruptions came from men. Even in teacher/student 
relationships, male students and professors interrupted more 
often than female students and professors." 

During classroom discussions, studies show women feel 
bad if someone has been put down in class and would prefer 
to offer information, rather than defend their ideas. Men said 
they liked a clash and a battle of ideas, often using 
military/combat language to describe this interaction. 

Kramarae says assertiveness training courses for women 
is one way to remedy the perceived differences between men 
and women. But she says she's wary of these programmes 
because assertiveness training doesn't take into account the 
power differential between men and women in our society. 

"In some ways, women can benefit from assertiveness 
training. But these programmes don't take into account that 
many women aren't allowed to be more assertive. For 
example, if a secretary were more assertive with her boss, 
she might lose her job." 

Kramarae demonstrated one powerful example of the 
inequities that result from using the word girl, when 
referring to a woman. She cited one study where half the 
participants in an experiment were given a detailed work 
experience resume, using the word girl and the other using 
woman. Although the descriptions were exactly the same, 
the one using girl was recommended $5,000 less in salary 
than the candidate referred to as a woman. 

"It's obviously clear to me that language makes a 
difference."
